A New Industry in Sight. 


Tho canning of salmon Is not a new 


Industry in this State. Enough of this 
flsh IH put up on the Pacific Coast to 
supply nearly all the markets ot the 
world. But sardines are not.-canned 
here to any great «-xtcnt. The sardine 
industry in the Eastern States Is con- 
fined principally to Maine, where there 
arc about SO factories that give em- 
ployment to 9.000 persons, the yearly 
product .amounting to 
G2r..OOO cases 


There are no sardines oft the- coast of 
Maine, nor anywhere else en the At- 
lantic side of the country. 
The fish 


canned as sardine is a small herring. 


Now along this coast, from th« Bay 


of San Frnaclsco clear down to the Bay j 
of San Diego, the 
genuine sardine! 


abounds. There are acres o£ these Httl» 
fish In nearly all the bays and sheltered 
coves. 
In Monterey Bay there is a 


stason of tbout two months, or per- 
haps more, when this fish seems liter- 
ally to nil the v, aters. They can be 
caught by millions with nets, and are 
jramey enough to take the bait on a 
hook. What hinders a great sardine In- 
dustry, say at Santa Cruz, Monterey, 
and San Die-so? The Union, published 
In the latter place, has caught on to 
the sardine industry.- 


"Perhaps the most profitable industry 


that could be established at a very 
small outlay of money in this vicinity 
would be a fish cannery. It It put up 
sardines alone, there should be an ample 
profit. These palatable little fish arc 
abundant in the bay. and there <|uallty 
i.^ said to be fully equal to the Mediter- 
ranean product, and superior to the sar- 
dines canned In the east. Tho latter 
are put- up Inigely In cotton-seed oil, 
and when olive oil is used It is adul- 
terated. Th-.-rc- Is a. rary chance to make 
monc-y by canning these San Diego sar- 
dines and using the pure olive oil made 
In this county. If properly introduced 
such a commodity would find general 
favor and be in large demand. One 
icason that people- who oat 
sardines 


stickle so persistently for a French la- 
bel, is that they fancy that It is a sort 
of guarantee' that olive oil Is used. If 
they could obtain sardines which they 
Unew weie put up with absolutely pure 
California olive oil. the home product 
would in time displace the imported ar- 
ticle."

"The 
building permits Issued last 


month exceed those of San Francisco 
by over 5,100,000, and thisTnonth prom- 
ises to eclipse the previous month's 
record. The average increase during the 
past year has been nine houses a day, 
showing a net gain in population of at 
least 10,000, and there are now fewer 
houses to let than ever before. This is 
a remarkable showing for the middle 
ot summer, when the exodus to the sea- 
side Is supposed to take place, and the 
problem that confronts property own- 
ers now is how to provide buildings 
fast enough to accommodate the large 
Influx of winter visitors."

LEXINGTON. Ky., Sc-pt. 6.—President 


E. P. Pearce. of the Kentucky 
an College at Winchester, today receiv- 
ed the following stirring letter from 
Dr. C. K. Held, of Shanghai. China, a 
citizen of the United States and presid- 
ing elder of the Shanghai District Meth- 
odist church south: 


"Shanghai, AUK. 10. 


"Only two weeks ago today I sent 


you account.* of tho Szu Chung outrages 
and today I am sending you accounts 
of the massacres at Ku Cheng. 


"Had our minister acted 
promptly 


and adequately In the first Instance 
the second would probably not have oc- 
curred and we should have been spared 
the spectacle of eight young and con- 
Kocrated women dragged from 
their 


beds and biutally massacred, helpless 
infants hacked to death and faithful 
M-rvants of God burned in bod. 


"I am sending you these accounts In 


hope you will send-ihem where they will 
do most Rood. 


"I wish I could put my copies in the 


hands of every editor, every Congress- 
man and every other man who has* any 
intereat in the welfare of the church or 
thp honor of his country. 


"We don't seek for jevenge, but we 


do ask for justice, and the protection 
every American hap the right to de- 
mand and no civilized nation has the 
right to withhold from its humble.st 
citizen. 


"The foreigners of China are unani- 


mous in the belief that a little prompt 
and vigorous action would at once put 
an end to these things. 


"We have lost all hope of help from 


thp location at Pekln and nrp now ap- 
pealing directly to Washington. 


"Will you not help us? 
Unless some- 


thing Is spc-cdlly done we shall have to 
abandon all our Interior work, which 
represents so many years of toil and 
•acrlflce. 


"In our opinion the action required at 


this tlmp Is the appointment of a strong 
commission with such rank and author- 
ity as will enable thfm to try to lix 
the guilt of the highest official. 


"To punish a few coolies would be 
more than useless. 


"We must go to the source of these 


troubles, which i., found in Home of the 
highest olllcialb of the empire.

but less In quality than last year, the 
falling off in production being due 
to 


last year's frost's. 
The lirst shipment 


of lemons will be made about the 3th 
of October, two weeks earlier than usu- 
al. 
He also says that the 
mandarin, ] 


orange and citron crops are well ad- 
vanced and will exceed last year's pro- 
duct. 
There will be a falling off in the 


Bergamot ciop. 


Consul Seymour at Palermo finds no- 


thing: exceptional concerning the crop 
and says the prospects are that it will 
be sufficient to meet the demands upon 
it. 


The orange crop at Catania, according 


to Consul Bruhl, has been somewhat 
damaged by the weather, both of last 
winter and the past summer and will 
not exceed 500.000 boxes. 
There have 


been severe siroccos during the summer, 
while the upland districts were visit- 
ed by frosts, snows and sleets in the 
winter, most unusual occurrences 
in 


that climate. 
The lemons were not so 


much affected by the winter, because 
the trees bearing the fruit grow In low- 
er lands, which were not touched.

"Shanghai, Aug. 10. 


"Only two weeks ago today i sent 


you accounts of tho Szu Chung outrages 
and today t am sending you accounts 
of the massacres at Ku Cheng.

the second would probably not have oc- 
curred and w<: hhoulcl have been spared 
Ihe spectacle of eight young and con- 
secrated women dragged from 
their 


beds and brutally massacred, helpless 
infants hacked to death and faithful 
bC'i'vantu oC find burned in bed. 


"I am sending you these accounts In 


hope you will send-them where they will 
do most ptood. 


"I wish I could put my copies In the 


hand* of every editor, every Congress- 
man and every other man who has any 
interest In the welfare of the chinch or 
the honoi of his country. 


"\Vt< don't aeek for revenge, hut 
we 


do risk for justice, and the protection 
every American has the right to de- 
mand and no civilized nation has the 
right to withhold from its

citizen.
